Varadachari Declaration filed under 37 CFR 1.132 on November 12, 2009 establishes 
the criticality of a reaction temperature of at least 160C and a reaction time of 20 
minutes to 2 hours. (See in particular the data in Table 1 on page 6 of the Declaration.) 
Accordingly the rejection over Lyons et al (US 3,574,591) is withdrawn.
